This morning three tiny white rab­ 
bit were found in a pit near a pres­ 
sure pump under the Home Furnish­ 
ing company building. 
They 
were 
left there several days ago by the 
Bunny Stork, but how the stork was 
able to find such a place is a mystery 
as there are no openings anywhere 
leading to that part of the building. 
Two of the rabbits were dead. 


Byron W. Westerfield of Manilla, 
Sunday, providentially 
escaped in­ 
jury, perhaps fatal by an insignifi­ 
cant watch chain which adorned Ms 
vest front. A bullet from a revolver 
accidentally 
discharged, struck the 
chain, glanced through his clothing 
leaving a streaked burn on his ab­ 
domen, sped across the room striking 
a door and bounced to another before 
its momentum was lost. 
The watch 
chain, folded in several strands, was 
cut in four pieces and the watch ring 
was broken and torn from the watch. 
Mr. Westerfield and daughter, Mrs. 
Lottie Powell, were in the bed room 
with the five-year-old Fora Edwards, 
daughter of Robert Edwards. 
The 
child found a revolver and unobserv­ 
ed, began a minute inspection. 
The 
weapon was discharged when pointed 
directly at Mr. Westerfield. The bul­ 
let severed the 
chain 
and 
passed 
through his clothing. A reddish mark 
three inches long, on his abdomen, 
bears mute evidence of the course of 
the ball. 
It passed on through his 
apparel, striking two doors before it 
dropped to the floor. It was several 
seconds before Mr. Westerfield or bis 
daughter were 
cognizant of 
facts. 
The child ran screaming from the 
room and in their excitement they be­ 
lieved she was wounded. 
The watch chain was a heavy one 
and the several strands offered suf­ 
ficient resistance to divert the course 
of the bullet. 
Mr. Westerfield is the 
father of Mrs. W. 0. Headlee, for­ 
merly of this citv.

Drug Store and Have it Filled.” Lacy 
read the certificate 
carefully 
and 
noted the admonition in heavy type. 
Straightway he 
hustled off 
to the 
Yellow Front drug store. 
Walking 
up to Walter Havens, 
one of the 
clerks he said: 
“How ’bout this?” 
“It’s alright, T. guess,” said Walter, 
handing it back to the colored fellow. 
‘‘But don’t I have to have it fill­ 
ed?” said Lacy. When told that he 
didn’t he left the place smiling say­ 
ing: “I thought that thing was going 
to cost me about fifty cents every 
morning to have it filled.” 


APPLES IN ABUNDANCE. 


Apples and cigars were in evidence 
at the oounty commissioner’s meeting 
today in the court house. 
Thomas 
J. Humes took the place on the board 
formerly occupied by Willard Amos. 


Like in other counties in this part 
of the ¡State, few people realize that 
Rush county is 
a 
fur 
producing 
county and that the pelts gathered 
here by the Oneal Bros, are after­ 
wards sold all over the country. 
Many women get them “in the neck” 
in the way of nifty boa’s, scarfs, 
coats and muffs. 
The Columbus Republican prints a 
story that is applicable to onditions 
here. The story follows: 


“Few people realize that Bartholo­ 
mew and Brown counties are fur 
bearing communities. 
The whiskers 
they see growing on the chins of men 
who stand around the street corners 
is to their minds about the output of 
fur, unless the house eat and a few 
rabbits are taken into consideration. 
However a great many pelts con­ 
tinue to come from the western part 
of this county and Brown county, 
and in spite of the onward march of 
civilization the industry seems to be 
thriving as well this winter as it has 
for tht past few years. 
John Vor- 
wald is the principal fur dealer here 
and he made second shipment of the 
season this week. 
Practically all of 
the trappers in this and the neigh­ 
boring counties bring their furs to 
the Vorwald store and 
dispose 
of 
them for cash or produce. 
As soon 
as enough pelts are collected to make 
a good sized consignment they are 
shipped to the company for which 
Mr. Vorwald 
does 
business. 
The 
shipment made this week was an un­ 
usually large one and contained some 
pelts of excellent quality. 
Many a Columbus woman 
fondly 
strokes her muff or stole with the 
idea in mind that the animal which 
furnished the fur for her decoration 
lived and spent its short life in the 
Hudson Bay country or else in some 
other far northern clime. And at the 
same time it is about an even bet to 
say that the fur she is wearing may 
have come from Bartholomew county. 
After the pelts are sent away they 
have to be 
tanned or else the fur 
will fall out. After the tanning pro­ 
cess is completed the pelts are ready 
for the furrier and he makes them 
into all sorts of shapes and styles to 
attract the eye of the fair sex. 
Al­ 
so he manages to see the price raises 
considerably each time he 
touches 
the pelt. 
The best fur in this county is the 
mink and the price ranges from $1.50 
to $3 for ordinary pelts. 
One ex­ 
ceptionally fine mink 
pelt 
brought 
Mr. Vorwald a few days ago cost 
him $6. 
Minks are growing scarce 
here, but enough 
mink 
pelts 
still 
come in to make furs sufficient to 
decorate the clothes of numerous lo­ 
cal women each winter. 
The most common fur received 
here is from the raccoon and opos­ 
sum, better known to trappers as 
“coons” 
and 
“possums.” 
Rabbit 
pelts are well nigh worthless and the 
fur is thrown away. 
Muskrats and 
groundhogs command a fair price, 
with now and then a weasel, ferret 
and skunk. 
Furs made from skunk 
pelts are worn by the most fastidious 
women, who do not know what they 
are wearing, and it is just as well to 
let them remain happy in their ignor­ 
ance. A few fox hides find their way 
into the local market during the win­ 
ter, but foxes are scarce here and in 
Brown county and not more than a 
dozen are captured in a season.” 


The smallpox scare is all over and 
an epidemic is now considered, more 
or less, a matter of 
history. 
The 
board of health made a statement to­ 
day which will be printed and sent 
out by the business men of Rushville 
to their customers 
in the 
country, 
who suffered a great 
inconvenience 
through misleading 
and 
false re­ 
ports being told about the situation 
here. 
However, Saturday a large unm- 
ber of people were in the city and 
business was as brisk and good as 
usual. Most everybody that had the 
remotest possibility of 
contracting 
the disease have been made immune 
by vaccination, and 
since 
all the 
cases could be traced to one source 
there was little alarm that it would 
spread and become general. 
How- 
over, every precaution was taken by 
the health 
authorities to 
protect 
Rushville people and those who visit 
this city. 
Today Dr. Wooden, secretary of 
the board of Jiealth said that vac­ 
cination made one smallpox proof, 
as much as if the party had the dis­ 
ease. 
Through vaccination, fumiga­ 
tion and isolation of patients, only 
can the malady be 
checked 
and 
handled in the proper manner. Every­ 
thing was done that was possible to 
do. 
The guards were discharged today 
and all the patients in the hospital 
were reported in a good condition. 
Everybody is thankful that the scare 
is over as it worked a hard-hip on 
many.

Presid ent Rep lies to Cong res­ 


sional Resolution. 


SAYS HE OIO NOT HIT AT HOUSE 


L anguag# In Annual Com munication 
Called Objectionable by R epresenta­ 
tives Will Stand Analy sis, Declares 
E x ecutive— He 
Renews His A rg u­ 
m ent For Repeal of Law Limiting 
Activities of T reasury Agent?—Cites 
Cases In W hich They Have Aided 
In Punishm ent of Violators of F ed­ 
eral Laws. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—-In a special 
message to the house of representa­ 
tives today President Roosevelt say s: 
To the House of Representatives: 
I have received the resolution of the 
house of representatives of Dec. 17, 
19 08 , running as follows: 
W herea s, There w a s co nta ined in the 
sundry 
civ il 
a ppro pria tio n 
bill 
which 
pa ssed co ng ress a t its la st sessio n a nd be­ 
ca m e a la w a pro v isio n in reference to the 
em plo y ment o f the secret serv ice in the 
trea sury depa rtment; a nd, 
W herea s, In the la st a nnua l m essa g e o f 
the president o f the United Sta tes to the 
two ho uses o f co ng ress it wa s sta ted in 
reference to tha t pro v isio n, “ It is no t to o 
much to sa y tha t this a mendment ha s 
been o f benefit o nly a nd co uld be o f bene­ 
fit o nly to the crimina l cla sses,” a nd it 
w a s further sta ted, “ The chief a rg ument 
In fa v o r o f the pro v isio n wa s tha t the 
co ng ressm en did no t them selv es wish to 
be inv estig a ted by secret serv ice m en,” 
a nd it wa s further sta ted, “ But if this is 
no t co nsidered desira ble a specia l ex cep­ 
tio n co uld be ma de in the la w' pro hibiting 
the use o f the secret serv ice fo rce In In­ 
v estig a ting 
members 
o f 
co ng ress,” 
it 
wo uld be fa r better to do this tha n to do 
w ha t a ctua lly w a s do ne a nd striv e to 
prev ent o r a t lea st to ha mper effectiv e 
a ctio n a g a inst crimina ls by the ex ecutiv e 
bra nch o f the g o v ernment; a nd, 
W herea s, 
The pla in mea ning o f the 
a bo v e wo rds is tha t the m a jo rity o f the 
co ng ressmen were in fea r o f being inv es­ 
tig a ted by secret serv ice men a nd tha t 
co ng ress a s a who le w a s a ctua ted by tha t 
m o tiv e in ena cting the pro v isio n in ques­ 
tio n; a nd, 
W herea s. Yo ur co mmittee a ppo inted to 
co nsider these sta tem ents o f the presi­ 
dent a nd to repo rt to the ho use ca nno t 
find In the hea ring s befo re co m m ittees 
no r in the reco rds o f the ho use o r sen­ 
a te a ny justifica tio n o f this impea ch­ 
ment o f the ho no r a nd integ rity o f the 
co ng ress: a nd, 
W herea s, Yo ur co mmittee wo uld prefer 
In o rder to ma ke a n intellig ent a nd co m­ 
prehensiv e repo rt, just to the president 
a s well a s to the co ng ress, to ha v e a ll 
the info rma tio n which the president ma y 
ha v e to co mmunica te; no w, therefo re, 
Be it reso lv ed, Tha t the president be 
requested to tra nsmit to the ho use a ny 
ev idence upo n w'hich he ba sed his sta te­ 
m ents tha t the “ chief a rg ument in fa v o r 
o f the pro v isio n wa s tha t the co ng ress­ 
men did no t them selv es wish to be in­ 
v estig a ted by secret serv ice men” a nd 
a lso to tra nsmit to the ho use a ny ev i­ 
dence co nnecting apy 
member o f the 
ho use o f representa tiv es o f the Six tieth 
co ng ress with co rrupt a ctio n in his o ffi­ 
cia l ca pa city a nd to info rm the ho use 
whether he ha s instituted pro ceeding s fo r 
the punishment o f a ny such indiv idua l 
by the co urts o r ha s repo rted a ny such 
a lleg ed delinquencies to the ho use o f rep­ 
resenta tiv es. 
“ I Cannot U nderstand Resolution.” 
I am wholly at a loss to understand 
the concluding portion of the resolu­ 
tion. 
I have made no charges of cor­ 
ruption against congress nor against 
any member of the present house. 
If 
I had proof of such corruption affect­ 
ing any member of the house in any 
m atter as to which the federal gov­ 
ernm ent has jurisdiction, action would 
a t once be brought, as was done in the 
cases of Senators Mitchell and Burton 
and Representatives Williamson, H err­ 
mann and Driggs at different times 
since I have been president. 
This 
would simply be doing my duty in the 
ex ecution and enforcement of the laws 
without respect to persons. 
But l do 
not regard it as within the province 
or the duties of the president to report 
to the house “alleged delinq uencies” 
of members or the supposed “corrupt 
action” of a member “in his official ca­ 
pacity .” 
The 
membership 
of 
the 
house is by the eonstitntion placed 
within the power of the house alone. 
In the prosecution of criminals and the 
enforcement of the laws the president 
must resort to the courts of the United 
States. 


Portion of Message Quoted. 
In the third and fourth clauses of the 
preamble it is stated that the meaning 
of my words is that “the majority of 
the congressmen are in fear of being 
Investigated by secret service men,” 
and that “congress as a whole was ac­ 
tuated by that motive In enacting the 
provision In q uestion,” and th at this 
is an Impeachment of the honor and 
integrity of the congress. These state 
ments are not, I think, 
in accordance 
with the facts. 
The portion of my 
message referred to runs as follows: 
La st y ea r a n amendment 
wa s inco r­ 
po ra ted ia the mea sure m o v idittg fo r the 
secret serv ice which 
led tha t there 
Sho uld be no deta il fro m the secret serv ­ 
ice a nd no tra nsfer the ci'ro m. 
It is no t 
to o much to sa y tha t this a mendment ha s 
been o f benefit o nly a nd co uld be o f bene­ 
fit o nly to the crimina l cla sses. 
If delib­ 
era tely Intro duced fo r the purpo se o f di­ 
m inishing the effectiv eness o f wa r a g a inst 
crime it co uld no t ha v e been better de­ 
v ised to this end. 
It fo rba de the pra c­ 
tices tha t ha d been fo llo wed to a g rea ter 
o r less ex tent by the ex ecutiv e hea ds o f 
v a rio us depa rtments fo r tw enty y ea rs. To 
these pra ctices we o we the securing o f 
the ev idence which ena bled us to driv e 
g rea t lo tteries o ut o f business a nd secure 
a qua rter o f a millio n o f do lla rs in fines 
fro m their pro mo ters. 
These pra ctices 
ha v e ena bled us to disco v er so me o f the 
mo st 
o utra g eo us 
fra uds 
in 
co nnectio n 
With the theft o f g o v ernment la nd a nd 
g o v ernment timber by g rea t co rpo ra tio ns 
a nd by Indiv idua ls. These pra ctices ha v e 
ena bled us to g et so me o f the ev idence in­ 
dispensa ble in o rder to secure the co nv ic­ 
tio n o f the wea lthiest a nd mo st fo rm ida ­ 
ble crimina ls with who m the g o v ernment 
ha s to dea l, bo th tho se o pera ting in v io la ­ 


tio n o f the a nti-trust la w a nd o thers. 
Tht 
a mendment in questio n wa s o f benefit to 
no o ne ex cepting to these crimina ls, a nd 
it serio usly ha mpers the g o v ernment 
in 
the detectio n o f crime a nd the securing o f 
justice. 
Mo reo v er, It no t o nly a ffects de­ 
pa rtments o utside o f the trea sury , but it 
tends to ha mper the secreta ry o f the 
trea sury him self in the effo rt to utilize 
the emplo y ees o f his depa rtmer 
t so a s to 
best meet the requirements o f the public 
serv ice. 
It fo rbids him fro m prev enting 
fra uds upo n the custo m s serv ice, fro m in­ 
v estig a ting irreg ula rities in lr ra nch mints 
a nd a ssa y o ffices a nd ha s serio usly crip­ 
pled him. 
It prev ents the pro mo tio n o f 
emplo y ees in the secret serv ice, a nd this 
further disco ura g es g o o d effo rt. 
In its 
present fo rm the restrictio n o pera tes o nly 
to the a dv a nta g e o f the crimina l, o f the 
wro ng do er. 
The chief a rg ument in fa v o r o f the pro ­ 
v isio n wa s tha t the co ng ressmen did no t 
them selv es wish to be inv estig a ted by 
secret serv ice men. 
Very little o f such 
inv estig a tio n ha s been do ne in the pa st. 
But it is true tha t the wo rk o f the secret 
serv ice a g ents wa s pa rtly respo nsible fo r 
the indictment a nd co nv ictio n o f a sen­ 
a to r a nd a co ng ressma n fo r la nd fra uds 
in Oreg o n. 
I do no t believ e tha t it is 
in the public interest to pro tect crim­ 
ina ls in a ny bra nch o f the public serv ice, 
a nd, ex a ctly a s w e ha v e a g a in a nd a g a in 
during the pa rt sev en y ea rs pro secuted 
a nd co nv icted such crimina ls who were 
in the ex ecutiv e bra nch o f the g o v ern­ 
ment, so in my belief we sho uld be g iv en 
a mple mea ns to pro secute them if fo und 
in the leg isla tiv e bra nch. 
But if this is 
no t co nsidered desira ble a specia l ex cep­ 
tio n co uld be ma de in the la w pro hibit­ 
ing the use o f the secret serv ice fo rce in 
inv estig a ting members ro f the co ng ress. 
It wo uld be fa r better fb do this tha n to 
do wha t a ctua 'iy wa s do ne a nd striv e to 
prev ent o r a t lea st to ha mper effectiv e 
a ctio n a g a inst crimina ls by the ex ecutiv e 
bra nch o f the g o v ernment. 
% 
Asks Careful Reading of Message. 
A careful reading of this message 
will show that I said nothing to w ar­ 
rant the statem ent that “the majority 
of the congressmen were in fear of 
being Investigated by the secret serv­ 
ice men” or “that congress as a whole 
was actuated by that motive.” I did 
not make any such statem ent In this 
message. Moreover, I have never made 
any such statem ent about congress as 
a whole nor, with a few inevitable ex ­ 
ceptions, about the members of con­ 
gress in any message or article or 
speech. On the contrary , I have al­ 
way s not only deprecated, but vigor­ 
ously resented, the practice of Indis­ 
crim inate attack upon congress and 
indiscriminate condemnation 
of all 
congressmen, wise and unwise, fit and 
unfit, good and had alike. No one real­ 
izes more than I the importance of 
co-operation 
between 
the ex ecutive 
and congress, and no one holds the au­ 
thority and dignity of the congress of 
the United States in higher respect 
than I do. I have not the slightest 
sy mpathy with the practice of judging 
men for good or for 111 not on their 
several merits, but in a mass, as mem­ 
bers of one particular body or one 
caste. To put together all men holding 
or who have held a particular office, 
whether it be the office of president 
or judge or senator or member of the 
house of representatives, and to class 
them all, without regard to their in­ 
dividual differences, as good or had 
seems to me utterly indefensible, and 
it is eq ually indefensible whether the 
good are confounded with the had In 
a heated and unw arranted champion­ 
ship of all or in a heated and unw ar­ 
ranted assault upon all. I would nei­ 
ther attack nor defend all ex ecutive 
officers In a mass, whether presidents, 
governors, cabinet officers or officials 
of low er rank, nor would I attack or 
defend all legislative officers in a mass. 
The safety of free government rests 
very largely in the ability of the plain, 
every day citizen to discrim inate be­ 
tween those public servants who serve 
him well and those public servants 
who serve him ill. He cannot thus 
discrim inate if he is persuaded to pass 
judgment upon a man not with refer­ 
ence to whether he is a fit or unfit 
public servant, but with reference to 
whether he is an ex ecutive or legisla­ 
tive officer, whether he belongs to one 
branch or the other of the government. 
Say s [/.¿¿sage Is M isunderstood. 
This allegation in the resolution, 
therefore, must certainly be due to an 
entire failure to understand my mes­ 
sage. 
The resolution continues, “That the 
president be req uested to transm it to 
the house any evidence upon which he 
based his statem ents that the ‘chief 
argum ent in favor of the provision 
was that the congressmen did not 
themselves wish» to l>e investigated by 
secret service men.’ ” This statement, 
which was an attack upon no one, still 
less upon the congress, is sustained by 
the facts. 
If y ou will turn to the Congressional 
Record for May 1 last, pages 5553 to 
5560, inclusive, y ou will find the de­ 
bate on this subject. 
Mr. Tawney of 
Minnesota, Mr. Smith of Iowa, Mr. 
Sherley of Kentucky and Mr. Fitzger­ 
ald of New York appear In this debate 
as the special champions of the pro­ 
vision referred to. 
Messrs. Parsons, 
Bennet and Driscoll were the leaders 
of those who opposed the adoption of 
the amendment and upheld the right of 
the government to uSe the most effi­ 
cient means possible In order to de­ 
tect criminals and to prevent and pun­ 
ish crime. 
T ’ e amendment was car­ 
ried in the committee of the whole, 
where no votes of the individual mem­ 
bers are recorded, so I am unable to 
discriminate by mentioning the mem­ 
bers who voted for and the members 
who voted against the provision, but 
Its passage, the journal records, was 
greeted with applause. 
I am v^li 
aware, however, that In any case of 
this kind many members who have no 
particular knowledge of the point at 
issue are content sknply to follow the 
lead of the committee which had con­ 
sidered the m atter, and I have no 
doubt that many members of the house 
simply followed the lead of Messrs. 
Tawney and Smith without having had 
the opportunity to know very much as 
to the rights and wrongs of the q ues­ 
tion. 
I would not ordinarily attem pt in this 
way to discriminate between members 
of the house, but as objection has been 
taken to my language, in which I sim­ 


ply spoke of the action of the hoise 
as a whole, and as apparently there ia 
a desire that I should thus discrim­ 
inate I will state that I think ihe re­ 
sponsibility rested on the committee 
on appropriations under the lead of the 
members whom I have mentioned. 


Replies to Req uest For Evidence. 
Now as to the req uest of the con­ 
gress that I give the evidence for my 
statem ent that the chief argum ent in 
favor of the provision was that the 
congressmen did not themselves wish 
to be investigated by secret service 
men. 
The part of the Congressional Record 
to which I have referred above en­ 
tirely supports this statement. 
Two 
distinct lines of argum ent were fol­ 
lowed in the debate. 
One concerned 
the q uestion whether the law war­ 
ranted the employ ment of the secret 
service in departm ents other than the 
treasury , and tills did not touch the 
merits of the service in the least. The 
othet: line of argument went to the 
merits of the service, whether lawfully 
or unlawfully employ ed, and here the 
chief if not the only argument used 
was that the service should be cut 
down and restricted because its mem­ 
bers had “shadowed” or investigated 
members of congress and other officers 
of the government. If we ex amine the 
debate in detail it appears that most 
of what was urged in favor of the 
amendment took the form of the sim­ 
ple statem ent that the committee held 
that there had been a “violation of 
law” by the use of the secret service 
for other purposes than suppressing 
counterfeiting (and one or two other 
m atters which can be disregarded) and 
that such language was now to be 
used as would effectually prevent all 
such “violation of law” hereafter. Mr. 
Tawney , for instance, say s, “It was 
for the purpose of stopping the use of 
this service in every possible way by 
the departm ents of the government 
that this provision was inserted,” and 
Mr. Smith say s, “Now, that was the 
only way in which any limitation could 
be put upon the activities of the secret 
service.” 
Mr. Fitzgerald followed in 
the same vein, and by far the largest 
part of the argum ent against the em­ 
ploy ment of the secret service was con­ 
fined to the statem ent that it was in 
“violation of law.” 
Of course such a 
statem ent is not In any way an argu­ 
ment in favor of the justice of the 
provision. 
It is not an argum ent for 
the provision at all. 
It is simply a 
statem ent of what the gentlemen mak­ 
ing it conceive to have been the law. 
There was both by implication and 
direct statem ent the assertion that It 
was the law and ought to be the law, 
that the secret service should only be 
used to suppress counterfeiting and 
that the law should be made more 
rigid than ever in this respect. 


No R estrictions on Service. 
Incidentally I may say that in my 
judgment there is ample legal author­ 
ity for the statem ent that this appro­ 
priation law to which reference was 
made Imposes no restrictions whatever 
upon the use of the secret service men, 
but relates solely to the ex penditure of 
the money appropriated. 
Mr. Tawney 
in the debate stated that he had in his 
possession “a letter from the secretary 
of the treasury received a few day s 
ago” In which the secretary of the 
treasury “himself admits that the pro­ 
visions under which the appropriation 
has been made have been violated y ear 
after y ear for a number of y ears in 
his own departm ent.” 
I append here­ 
with as Appendix A the letter re­ 
ferred to. [Appendix A is a letter from 
Secretary of the Treasury Cortely ou to 
the chairman of the committee on ap­ 
propriations of the house of represent­ 
atives, dated April 29 , 19 08 , protest­ 
ing against the proposed law abridg­ 
ing the right of the secretary of the 
treasury to detail secret service men 
to work in other divisions of his de­ 
partm ent 
Such abridgement, he de­ 
clared, would be “distinctly to the ad­ 
vantage of violators of criminal stat­ 
utes of the United States.” ] 
It makes 
no such admission as that which Mr. 
Tawney alleges. 
It contains, on the 
contrary , as y ou will see by reading it. 
an “emphatic protest against any such 
abridgement of the rights delegated to 
the secretary of the treasury by ex ­ 
isting law ” and concludes by assert­ 
ing that he “is q uite within his rights 
In thus employ ing the service of these 
agents” and that the proposed modifi­ 
cation which Mr. Tawney succeeded in 
carry ing through would be “distinctly 
to the advantage of violators of crimi­ 
nal statutes of the United States.” 
I 
call attention to the fact that in this 
letter t of Secretary Cortely ou to Mr. 
Tawney , as in my letter'to the speaker 
q uoted below, the ex plicit statem ent 
is made that the proposed change will 
be for the benefit of the criminals, a 
statem ent which I simply reiterated In 
public form In my message to the con­ 
gress this y ear and which is also con­ 
tained in effect in the report of the 
secretary of the treasury to the con­ 
gress. 
“Private Conduct” of Members. 
A careful reading of the Congression­ 
al Record will also show that practical­ 
ly the only argum ents advanced in fa­ 
vor of the limitation proposed by Mr. 
Tawney ’s committee bey ond what may 
be supposed to be contained by impli­ 
cation 
in 
certain 
sentences 
as to 
“abuses” which were not specified 
were those contained in the repeated 
statem ents of Mr. Sherley . 
Mr. Sher­ 
ley stated that there had been “pro­ 
nounced abuses growing out of the 
use of the secret service for purposes 
other than those Intended,” putting his 
statem ent In the form of a q uestion, 
and in the sam j form further stated 
th at the “private conduct” of "mem­ 
bers of congress, senators” and others 
ought not to be investigated by the 
secret service and that they should 
not investigate a “member of con­ 
gress” who had been accused of “con­ 
duct unbecoming a gentleman and a 
member of congress.” 
In addition to 


these assertions, couched as q uestions, 
he made one positive declaration that 
“this secret service at one time was 
used for the purpose of looking into 
the personal conduct of a member of 
congress.” This argum ent of Mr. Sher­ 
ley , the only real argum ent as to the 
merits of the q uestion made on behalf 
of the committee on appropriations, 
will be found in columns 1 and 2 of 
page 5556 and column 1 of page 5557 
of the Congressional Record. 
In col­ 
umn 1 of page 5556 Mr. Sherley refers 
to the impropriety of perm itting the 
secret service men to investigate men 
in the departments, officers of the 
army and navy and senators and con­ 
gressmen. 
In column 2 he refers to 
officers of the navy and members of 
congress. 
In column 1, page 5557, he 
refers only to members of congress. 
His speech puts most weight on the 
Investigation of members of congress. 
New spaper Article Reproduced. 
W hat appears in the record is filled 
out and ex plained by an article which 
appeared in the Chicago Inter Ocean 
of Jan. 3, 1904, under a Washington 
headline and which marked the begin­ 
ning of this agitation against the se­ 
cret service. 
It was a special article 
of about 3.000 words, written, as 1 was 
then informed and now understand, by 
Mr. L. W. Busbey , at that time private 
secretary to the speaker of the house, 
i inclose a copy of certain ex tracts 
from the article, marked Appendix B. 
[Appendix B consists of an article 
from the Chicago Inter Ocean of Jan. 
3, 19 04. 
In this John E. Wilkie, chief 
of the secret service of the treasury 
department, is described as ambitious 
of becoming “the Fouche of the United 
States,” in imitation of Fouche, chief 
of the secret police of Napoleon I. The 
article declares that the secret service 
bureau ex ists without w arrant of con­ 
gressional action and that congress has 
alway s been antagonistic to the bu­ 
reau.] 
It contained an utterly unwar­ 
ranted attack 
'n the secret service 
division of the treasury department 
and its chief. 
The opening paragraph 
includes, for instance, statem ents like 
the following: 
He (the chief o f the div isio n) a nd his 
men a re desiro us o f do ing the secret de­ 
tectiv e wo rk fo r the who le g o v ernment 
a nd a re no t pa rticula r a bo ut dra wing the 
line between the la wm a kers a nd the la w ­ 
brea kers. 
They a re rea dy to sha do w the 
fo rmer a s well a s the la tter. 
Then, after say ing that congress will 
insist that the men shall only be used 
to stop counterfeiting, the article goes 
on: 
Co ng ress do es no t intend to ha v e a 
Fo uche o r a ny o ther kind o f minister o f 
po lice to be used by the ex ecutiv e de­ 
pa rtments a g a inst the leg isla tiv e bra nch 
o f the g o v ernment. 
It ha s been so used, 
a nd it is suspected tha t it ha s been so 
used recently .

Sev era l o f the depa rtments ha v e 
a sked co ng ress fo r secret funds fo r in­ 
v estig a tio n, a nd the trea sury depa rtment 
wa nts the limita tio n remo v ed fro m the 
a ppro pria tio n 
fo r 
suppressing 
co unter­ 
feiting . 
This sho ws a tendency to wa rd 
Fo ucheism a nd a secret wa tch o n o ther 
o fficia ls tha n themselv es. 
At the time of this publication the 
work of the secret service which was 
thus assailed Included especially the In­ 
vestigation of great land frauds in the 
west and the securing of evidence to 
help the departm ent of justice in the 
bee? trust investigations at Chicago, 
which resulted in successful prosecu­ 
tions. 
In view of Mr. Busbey ’s position I 
have accepted the above q uoted state­ 
ments as fairly ex pressing the real 
meaning and animus of the attacks 
made in general terms on the use of 
the secret service for the punishment 
of criminals. 
Furthermore, in the per­ 
formance of my duty to endeavor to 
find the feelings of congressmen on 
public q uestions of note I have fre­ 
q uently discussed this particular m at­ 
ter with members of congress, and on 
such occasions the reasons alleged to 
me for the hostility of congress to the 
secret service, both by those who did 
and by those who did not share this 
hostility , were almost invariably the 
same as those set forth In Mr. Busbey ’s 
article. 
I may add, by the way , that 
these allegations as to the secret serv­ 
ice hre wholly without foundation in 
fact. 
Real Issue Named. 
But all of this is of insignificant im­ 
portance compared with the main, the 
real, issue. This issue is simply , Does 
congress desire that the government 
shall have at Its disposal the most 
efficient instrum ent for the detection 
of criminals and the prevention and 
punishment of crime, or does It not? 
The action of the house last May was 
emphatically an action against the in­ 
terest of justice and against the inter­ 
est of law abiding people and In its ef­ 
fect of benefit only to lawbreakers. 
I 
am not now dealing with motives. 
W hatever may have been the motive 
that induced the action of which I 
speak, this was bey ond all q uestion Urn 
effect of that action. Is the house now 
willing to remedy the wrong? 
For a long time I contented my self 
with endeavoring 
to 
persuade the 
house not to permit the wrong, speak­ 
ing informally on the subject with 
those members who, I believed, knew 
any thing of the m atter and commu­ 
nicating officially only in the ordinary 
channels, as through the secretary of 
the treasury . In a letter to the speaker 
on April 30. protesting against the cut­ 


ting down of the appropriation vitally 
necessary if the interstate commerce 
commission was to carry into effect 
the tw entieth section of the Hepburn 
law, I added: “The provision about 
the employ ment of the secret service 
men will work very great damage to 
the government in its endeavor to pre­ 
vent and punish crime. 
There is no 
more foolish outcry than this against 
‘spies.’ 
Only criminals need fear our 
detectives.” 
(I inclose copy of the 
whole letter, marked “Appendix C.” 
The postscript is blurred in my copy 
book, and two or three of the words 
cannot be deciphered.) 
[Appendix C 
is a letter dated April 30, 1908 , from 
President Roosevelt to Speaker Can­ 
non 
protesting against the cutting 
down in the sundry civil bill of the ap­ 
propriation for secret service work. 
“The only people benefited would be 
: the very worst of the big railroad men 
whose misdeeds we are try ing to pre­ 
vent or correct,” were the words of the 
president.] These methods proved un­ 
availing to prevent the wrong. Messrs. 
Tawney and Smith and their fellow 
members on the appropriations com­ 
mittee paid no heed to the protests, 
and as the obnox ious provision was 
incorporated in the sundry civil bill it 
was impossible for me to consider or 
discuss it on its merits, as I should 
have done had it been in a separate 
bill. 
Therefore I have now taken the 
only method available, that of discuss­ 
ing It in my message to congress, and 
as all efforts to secure w hat 1 regard 
as proper treatm ent of the subject 
without recourse to plain speaking had 
failed I have spoken plainly and di­ 
rectly and have set forth the facts in 
ex plicit terms. 
[Here the president gives instances 
in wffiich the secret service men have 
been instrumental in securing convic­ 
tions of offenses against federal laws, 
citing especially the land fraud cases.] 
In connection with the Nebraska 
prosecution the government has by de­ 
cree secured the return to the govern­ 
ment of over a million acres of graz­ 
ing land, in Colorado of more than 
2,000 acres of mineral land, and suits 
are now pending Involving 150,000 
acres more. 
D epartm ent’s Agents 
Dishonest. 
All these investigations In the land 
cases were undertaken in conseq uence 
of Mr. Hitchcock, the then secretary 
of the interior, becoming convinced 
that there were ex tensive frauds com­ 
mitted in his department, and the 
ramifications of the frauds were so 
farreaching that he was afraid to trust 
his own officials to deal in thorough­ 
going fashion wdtb them. One of the 
secret service men accordingly resign­ 
ed and was appointed in the interior 
departm ent to carry on this work. The 
first thing he discovered was that the 
special agents’ division or corps of de­ 
tectives of the land office of the inte­ 
rior departm ent was largely under the 
control of the land thieves, and in con­ 
seq uence the investigations above re­ 
ferred to had to be made by secret 
service men. 
If the present law, for which Messrs. 
Tawrney , Smith and the other gentle­ 
men I have above mentioned are re­ 
sponsible, had then been in effect this 
action would have been impossible and 
most of the criminals would unq ues­ 
tionably have escaped. No more strik­ 
ing instance can be imagined of the 
desirability of having a central corps 
of skilled investigating agents who can 
at any time be assigned, if necessary 
in large numbers, to investigate some 
violation of the federal statutes, in no 
m atter w hat branch of the public serv­ 
ice. 
In this particular case most of 
the men investigated who were public 
servants were In the ex ecutive branch 
of the government. 
But in Oregon, 
where an enormous acreage of fraudu­ 
lently alienated public land was recov­ 
ered for the government, a United 
States senator, Mr. Mitchell, and a 
member of the low’er house, Mr. Wil­ 
liamson, wrere convicted on evidence 
obtained by men transferred from the 
secret service, and another member of 
congress w’as indicted. 
Stopped N aturalization Frauds. 
From 1901 to 1904 a successful inves­ 
tigation of naturalization affairs was 
made by the secret service, with the 
result of obtaining hundreds of convic­ 
tions of conspirators w'ho were convict­ 
ed of selling fraudulent papers of nat­ 
uralization. 
(Subseq uently 
congress 
passed a very wise law providing a 
special service and appropriation for 
the prevention of naturalization frauds, 
but unfortunately at the same time 
that the action against the secret serv­ 
ice was taken congress also cut down 
the appropriation for this special serv­ 
ice, wTith the result of crippling the 
effort to stop frauds in naturalization.) 
The fugitives Greene and Gay nor, im­ 
plicated in a peculiarly big government 
contract fraud, were located and ar­ 
rested in Canada by the secret service, 
and, thanks to this, they have since 
gone to prison for their crimes. 
The secret service was used t# assist 
in the investigation of crimes under 
the peonage laws, and owing partly 
thereto numerous convictions were se­ 
cured and the objectionabio practice 
was practically stamped out at least 
In many disire .. The most ex tensive 
smuggling of silk and opium in the 
history of the treasury departm ent 
was investigated by agents of the se­ 
cret service in New York and Seattle 
and a su» c 
~ful prosecution of the of­ 
fenders u; ' 
i iken. Assistance of the 
utmost value was rendered to the de- 
’rtroetu of justice In the beef trust 
investigation at Ohicaro; prosecutions 
were followed up and fines inflicted. 
The cotron leak scandal in the agri­ 
cultural d 
irtm ent was investigated 
and the 
v sponsible parties located. 
W hat was done in connection with 
lottery investigations is disclosed In a 
letter just sent to me by the United 
States attorney for Delaware, running 
as follows: 
The destructio n o f the Ho ndura s Na ­ 
tio na l Lo ttery co mpa ny , successo r to the 
Lo uisia na Lo ttery co mpa ny , wa s entirely 


tne worK or tne secret service. • 
This ex cellent wo rk w a s a cco mplished 
Mr. 
W ilkie 
a nd 
his 
subo rdina tes, 
tho ug ht it mig ht be timely to reca ll 
pro secutio n. 
Lottery Cases and Others. 
Three hundred thousand dollars in 
fines were collected by the govern­ 
ment in the lottery cases. 
Again, the 
ink contract fraud in the bureau ol 
engraving and printing (a bureau ol 
the treasury department) was investi­ 
gated by the secret service and the 
guilty parties brought to justice. 
Mr. 
Tawney stated in the debate that this 
was not investigated by the secret serv­ 
ice, but by a clerk “down there,” con­ 
vey ing the impression that the clerk 
was not in the secret service. 
As a 
m atter of fact, he was in the secret 
service. 
His name was Moran, and 
he was promoted to assistant chief 
for the ex cellence of his work in this 
case. 
The total ex pense for the office 
and field force of the secret service 
last y ear was $135,000, and by this 
one investigation they saved to the 
government 
over 
$100,000 a 
y ear. 
Thanks to the restriction imposed by 
congress, it is now very difficult for 
the secretary of the treasury to use 
the secret service freely even in his 
own departm ent—-for instance, to use 
them to repeat w hat they did so ad­ 
mirably in the case of this ink con­ 
tract. The government is further crip­ 
pled by the law forbidding it to em­ 
ploy detective agencies. Of course the 
government can detect the most dan­ 
gerous crimes and punish the worst 
criminals only by the use either of the 
secret service or of private detectives. 
To hamper it In using the one and for­ 
bid it to resort to the other can inure 
to the benefit of none save the crim i­ 
nals. 
Secretary Cortely ou Sustained. 
The facts above given show bey ond 
possibility of doubt that w hat the sec­ 
retary of the treasury and I had both 
written prior to the enactm ent of the 
obnox ious provision and what I have 
since written in my message to the 
congress state the facts ex actly as 
they are. The obnox ious provision is 
of benefit only to the criminal class 
and can be of benefit only to the crim­ 
inal class, if it had been embodied in 
the law' at the time when I became 
president, all the prosecutions above 
mentioned and many others of the 
same general ty pe would either not 
have been undertaken or would have 
been undertaken with the government 
at a great disadvantage, aDd many 
and probably most of the chief offend­ 
ers w'ouid have gone scot free instead 
of being punished for their crimes. 
Such a body as the secret service, 
such a body of trained investigating 
agents, occupy ing a perm anent posi­ 
tion in the government service and 
separate from local Investigating forces 
in different departments, is an absolute 
necessity if the best work is to be 
done against criminals. 
It is by far 
the most efficient instrum ent possible 
to use against crime. 
Of course the 
more efficient an instrum ent is the 
more dangerous it is if misused. 
To 
the argum ent that a force like this 
can be misused it is only necessary to 
answ'er that the condition of its use­ 
fulness if handled properly is th at it 
shall be so efficient as to be dangerous 
if handled Improperly . 
Any Instance 
of abuse by the secret service or other 
investigating force in the departm ents 
should be unsparingly punished, and 
congress should hold itself ready at 
any and all times to investigate th e 
ex ecutive departm ents whenever th ere 
is reason to believe that any such in­ 
stance of abuse has occurred. 
I w’lsl^ 
to emphasize my more than cordial ac­ 
q uiescence in the view that this is not 
orny the right of congress, but em­ 
phatically its duty . To use the secret 
service in the investigation of purely 
private or political m atters would be 
a gross abuse. 
But there has been no 
single Instance of such abuse during 
my term as president. 
The President’s Appeal. 
In conclusion, I most earnestly ask 
in the name of good government and 
decent administration, in the name of 
honesty and for the purpose of bring­ 
ing to justice violators of the federal 
laws w'herever they may be found, 
w’hether in public or private life, th at 
the action taken by the house last y ear 
be reversed. 
When this action wras 
taken the senate committee, under the 
lead of the late Senator Allison, hav­ 
ing before it a strongly worded protest 
(Appendix D) frcm Secretary Cortel­ 
y ou like that he had sent to Mr. Taw­ 
ney , accepted the secretary ’s views, 
and the senate passed the bill in th e 
shape presented by Senator Allison. 
In the conference, however, the house* 
conferees insisted on the retention of 
the provision they had inserted, and 
the senate y ielded. [Appendix D con­ 
sists of a letter from Secretary Cortel 
y ou to the late William B. Allison, 
chairman of the senate committee on> 
appropriations, dated May 5, 19 08 . In 
it the secretary protests vigorously 
against the amendment to the sundry 
civil bill prohibiting the pay ment of 
“any person detailed or transferred 
from the secret service division.” H e 
gives reasons for such details and in 
an appendix cites instances In which 
the secret service men have been de­ 
tailed effectively in cases outside the 
treasury departm ent] 
The chief of the secret service is 
paid a salary utterly inadeq uate to 
the importance of his functions and 
to the admirably w*ay in which he 
has 
performed 
them. 
I 
earnestly 
urge th at It be increased to $6,000 per 
annum. 
I also urge th at the 3ecret 
service be placed where it properly 
belongs and made a bureau in the 
departm ent of justice, as the chief of 
the secret service has repeatedly re­ 
q uested. 
But, W'hether this is done or 
not. It should be ex plicitly provided 
that the secret service can be used to 
detect and punish crime wherever it 
is found.

h owever, th at th ere sh ould be a more 
effective way of forcing th e erection 
of th e proper kind of sch ool buildings, 
and for th at reason h as embodied many 
th ings in h is bill wh ich if enacted 
will do much to improve sanitary con­ 
ditions in th e sch ools. In drafting th e 
bill Dr. McCarty h as consulted mem­ 
bers of th e state board of h ealth and 
officials of th e department of instruc­ 
tion and h as included provisions in th e 
bill wh ich officials of th ese depart­ 
ments believe would eliminate to a 
large ex tent danger of disease among 
sch ool ch ildren. 


A bulletin prepared by th e state 
statistician on th e strength of organ­ 
ized labor in Indiana for th e y ear 1908, 
sh ows th at Indiana is one of th e lead- 
j ing states, now h aving seventy -seven 
international unions, with 1,043 locals 
and a total membersh ip of 66,152. 
Of
